THE COMMON COLD 


Although the common cold does 


not cause Immediate death it is re- 
sponsible for more Illness, more loss 
of time from employment, more ab- 
sences from school than any other 
single ailment. 


Jast as cancer la being investigat- 


ed throagbout the world so also is 
the 
common 
cold, because it Is 


found Just aa often in .one state or 
country aa It Is In another. 
The 


cause Is DOW thought to be due to 
a tiny organism. 
Prof. Dochex of 


Columbia University took secretions 
from the noees of persons with 
colds, filtered out ail the organisms 
he could see. and found that what 
waa left gave healthy persons colds. 
He dilated thla "filtrate"—what waa 
left after all the known organisms 
were removed—so that the effect 
was like dissolving a grain of sugar 
In a gallon of water. Yet that tre- 
mendoua dilution of the cold organ- 
ism was powerful enough to cause 
fresh colds In persona who were will- 
Ing to lend themselves to the ex- 
periment. 
. • 
- 


Many persons seem to keep free of 


colds by keeping the intestine ac- 
tive, the body warm, and aot eating 
too much food. 


However when the cold does 


come there are two points yon 
should remember—yourself and oth- 
er aeople. 
With yourself If at all 


possible yoa ahonld atay home and 
rest in bed. This gives you the best 
chance of catting short the cold. 
It also prevents yon from spreading 
the infection to other people. 


No medicine la really needed, not 


at first anyway, except that some 
baking soda, 
a half 
teaapoonfnl 


three timea a day. or some ether 
alkaline drink, should be taken. An 
enema also a laxative rid the Intes- 
tine of waate. and the laxative also 
removes poisonous wastes from the 
blood. 
This clears the blood, and 


gives the white corpuscle* a free 
hand to fight the organisms causing 
the cold. 


If the throat Is sore, a warm salt 


solution—a quarter teaspoonfnl to a 
Lalf cup of warm water should be 
ased as a gargle. 


A hot foot bath will stimulate the 


circulation thaa enabling the system 
to throw off the cold more readily 


Only a light diet, liquids preferred, 


should be ased. 


Remember, staying off the feet is 


the most Important part of prevent- 
ing a cold developing into bronchitis, 
broncho-pneumonia, or pneumonia 
Itself.

to overcall or raise a partner's pre- 
emptive game bid. Usually such an 
original bid Is made on a hand of 
great length 
In one suit, a hand 


which would be useless with any 
other suit as trump or at no trump. 


The bid ordinarily la an overbid. 


It Is predicated oa the assumption 
that several tricks In partner** hand 
will produce game and. at the worst, 
opponents will be deterred from en- 
tering upon a game contract which 
they can fulfill. 


Necessarily tbe responding hand, 


unless of exceptional strength, paasea 
a preemptive original bid. The only 
purpose ot a raise or an overcall 
would be to invite slam.

hand was well justified la an over- 
call. Orlo Robertaoa of New Tork 
was the'declarer.
